ridor for the extension of Rte. 53 
to the Wisconsin line. . 

Trustees said they still favored 
the eastern corridor to locate the 
Rt. 53 extension, and the western, 
most section In order not to halt 
the village's growth to the. west 

Trustees also expressed con- 
cern that the corridor tapped by 
the state for the highway exten- 
sion could interfere with a, test 
well near Hi gh vie w Drive. 

Public Works Supt Claries 
Maplethorpc said the water yield 
from the test well Is satisfactory, 
and could be in jeopardy if the 
proposed corridor runs along the 
route of the weH. 

It has been suggested that, the 
village go ahead with the Im- 
provement. Should . the . state de- 
cide to locate Rte. 53 in the area 
of the well, the village would be 
entitled to damages in addition to 
the expense of test costs. 

In other action,, the board voted 
to deny an application by a Wis- 
consin homeowner to hook into 
the Antioch' sewer and water sys- 
tem, . 

The homeowner, just across 
the state line, was willing to pay 
tho cost of making tho hook-up, 
but Supt. Maple thorp o reported 
that tho sanitary plant was near* 
ing. its capacity and- that tho vil 
lage: '"'should take care of /Its 
own" before extending any privi- 
leges to out of state homeowners.- 

' Trustee RichardjH. Radkc, : sup* 
ported -by George J W. Bartlett', 
proposed that application bo de- 
nied because of lack of capacity. 
The motion was adopted unani- 
mously. 

Homeowners living near. Rock 
Lake, near Trevor, talked with 
trustees about the possibility of 
connecting a Sewer line with the 
Antioch ' lino near the Wisconsin 
Hno. 

"It Is not from one or two of- 
fenders as some people would like 
to believe," she said. "It is from 
the. majority of dwellings that 
surround Rock Lake, including 
those hundreds of feet from tho 
shore." 

Most homes in the Rock Lake 
area have septic systems, she 
said. - - ' 

• Toft told the delegation that It 
would have to bear the cost ot 
running a sewer line from Rock 
Lake to the area where the Anti- 
och lino ends. 

"I don't know if it is legal to 
hook into a sewer system in an- 
other state,'.' the mayor 1 said. 

Mrs. Tower said she had re- 
searched this phase and said it 
was proper. 

I trank a sewer line from Rock 
Lake to Antioch -would cost a pile 
of money." said the mayor..

Payout $2.1 Million 



The Antioch office of Illinois 
Bell' Telephone Co. has contrib- 
uted a total of $2,184,039 to the 
Illinois economy during the past 
year. 

Al Swan, Antioch manager pro- 
vided the statistics for the Anti- 
och area. 

They include $1,821,845 in wag- 
es, $135,209 in property tax pay- 
ments and $226,085 in other local 
payments. 

Statewide, Illinois Bell put 
more than a billion dollars into 
the Illinois economy last year in 
its efforts to provide,- improve 
and expand, telephone service. 

Bell System expenditures in Illi- 
nois in, 1969 totaled $1,256,388,000 
—2.6 per cent of the total money 
spent in Illinois last year 'as 
measured. by the slate's personal 
income.

A recent jnihlieallon of thc.U.S.' 
Commission on ' Civil Rights do- 
tails the deep-seated prejudice 
ugninst Mexican-Americans in 
the Southwest. The -so-called 
"Chicanos" experience discrim- 
ination in education, housing, 
public accommodations, and^oth- 
er areas —at the hands of the 
usually fairer-skinned "Anglos." 
Mexican-Americans ' and other 
Spanish-speaking- Americans have 
settled in many .other parts of the 
country— including our I2th Con- 
gressional District. According 
to a. recent report of the U. S. 
Office of Education, no less than 
seven school districts — stretch- 
ing, from Wnukcgnu in Lake 
County to Marengo on the west- 
ern edge of McHenry County— 
have Spanish language pupil 
populations of five per cent or 
more. Puerto Ricans-who, inci- 
dentally, are. fully-- accredited 
American citizens at birth— ap- 
pear to make up the largest sin- 
gle group of Spanish-speaking 
Americans in our Congressional 
District. 

In order that the children from 
these homes (where the Spanish 
.language predominates) may be 
able to advance with their class- 
mates,- special English language 
Instruction will . be inaugurated 
In the seven school districts. 
However, more limn language 
training is needed. 

A. recent evaluation sludy spon- 
sored by the Office of Economic 
Opportunity disclosed particular 
shortcomings In Lake County 
Community Action Programs In 
which projects designed to bene- 
fit Blacks and ojjier minority 
groups appear to have bypassed 
most of the disadvantaged Puerto 
.Rican and Mexican- America ns, 

One of the brightest spots in 
the dilemma confronting Spanish- 
.speaking Americans, is Jhc pri- 
vately sponsored . English Lan- 
guage School for Adults (ELSA) 
which was developed some 
months ago under the leadership 
of Waukcgan's Mayor," . Robert 
Sabonjtan: the Chairman of the 
Lutin American Advisory Council, 
Edwin .Montnno; and other civic 
leaders and educators. The pro- 
gram provides a ifi-weck course 
for Spanish-speaking adult ' citi- 
zens ln ; quarters furnished by the 
Waukegan School Board. It lias 
enjoyed dramatic success, 
• The related problems of migra- 
tory workers .and their families 
also affect. our 12lh. Congressional. 
District. "Hcadstart Programs for 
the smaller children of such mi- 
grant, workers has been provided 
inopr area. ,: 

Despite the common problems 
of discrimination which Spanish- 
speaking Americans experience, 
there is dissension among the 
different elements which form 
this category of citizens. Mexi- 
can-Americans do not always, sec 
"eye-to-eye" with Puerto Ricans 
and vice versa. However, this 
internal strife should not con- 
tribute to any lessening of public 
concern with the broader prob- 
lem.

U. S. Senator Ralph Tyler 
Smith (R-lll.) has called for fiscal 
restraint in Congress to backstop 
President Nixon's anti-inflation- 
ary economic policies. 

"1" think President Nixon has 
succeeded in turning the corner 
in the battle against inflation," 
said Smt ih. "It is obvious he has 
just put us back on the road to 
price, stability without triggering 
, a'full-blown recession."- , V 

In a Springfield press confer- 
ence, Smith, cited last week's en- 
couraging economic developments 
as proof that Nixon's anti-infla- 
tion strategy was taking hold. 
He referred to the decline in the 
government's wholesale price in- 
dex—the first downward, move- 
ment in more than two»ycars— 
and a slowdown in some of the 
cost-of-living increases coupled 
with increased productivity. 

"Although President Nixon has 
succeeded in putting the economy 
back on the right track, Congress 
could be* the main culprit in caus- 
ing a derailment," said Smith. 
"Congress must exercise fiscal 
restraint, for in the final analysis 
its actions have the greatest sin- 
gle impact on market conditions, 
wages and prices."

ducts Act. 

The stales are : "Arkansas, Colo- 
rado, Georgia, Maine, Michigan, , 
Minnesota, Montana! New Jersey, 
North Dakota.' Oregon, South 
Dakota, Utah and West Virginia. 

USDA said. officials in the 14 
states were notified in July 
'press release USDA 2223-70) that 
unless they could provide evU 
dence that deficiencies -in laws, 
regulations, funding and staffing 
could be overcome in time to 
have, an adequate stale inspection 
system operating by Aug. in, 
1971, it would be necessary to 
take over 1 ! inspection of their in- 
trastate- poultry plants. Most of 
the 14 states requested Federal 
inspection or indicated they, did 
not feel there was enough poul- 
try business in their states to 
warrant establishing inspection 
systems.

Illinois- Attorney General "Wil- 
liam J. "Scott has; told the. Secre- 
tary of State and all county clerks 
in Illinois to register 18-year-olcls 
to vote. 

Attorney General ; Scott said the 
new federal voting law should be 
presumed valid in y/hlch case 18- 
year olds will be eligible to vote 
in Illinois elections after Jan. 1, 
1971 the date specified »in the 
new law. 

. Eighteen-year-olds will not be 
eligible to vote" in this November 
general election, nor on the pro- 
posed; new Illinois Constitution if 
the Con-Con election is held be- 
fore Jan. i, as expected, Scott ex- 
plained. 

Scott's .ruling was requested by 
Secretary of State Paul Powell 
who asked the Attorney General 
if the new federal law supersedes 
the Illinois Constitution' which es- 
tablishes 21 as the, age of cligibil 
Hy . to vote. The Secretary ,of 
State alsq asked if 18-year-olds 
would be. eligible to vote in all 
elections. 

In a third question, Powell re- 
quested Scott's ruling on a con- 
flict between the voter's resi- 
dency requirements of the new 
federal law, andthosein the Illi- 
nois ConslHulRln. The, federal 
law requires only 30-day . resi- 
dence as. a pre-condition for vot- 
ing for tl.' S. President and Vice 
President. 

Scott's opinion replied: "Eligi- 
bility' to~ vote atag e 18, ^ and the 
30-day residence as a pre-condi- 
Uon to voting for the offices of 
President and Vice President, 
which are found in the new fed- 
eral law, are inconsistent with the 
present Illinois age and residence 
requirements. It was clearly the 
intention of Congress that these 
new age and residence require- 
ments supersede existing state 
laws, and the July 10, 1970 letter 
from Attorney . General Mitchell 
to Governor . Ogilvie presages a. 
vigorous implementation of that 
point of view." 

The Attorney General's opinion 
pointed out that the power of the 
federal government to legislate 
the requirements, for eligibility 
to vote is now in litigation pend- 
ing in the U.' S. Supreme Court 
and in federal courts in two 
states, and "should soon be re- 
solved." 

Because of the pending litiga- 
tion, and because the hew'fedcral 
poling lay* does not take r effect 
utitirori'br after* January if 1971, 
"my registration applications be- 
fore January 1, 1971 from those 
persons 18 years of age or oyer 
or who will be 18 years of age 
or over at the. time of the next 
election to be held on or after 
January 1, 1971 must be accepted 
subject to these qualifications, 
arid provided such persons oj^e 
Otherwise qualified to vote at 
such election," the opinion states. 

"For these reasons plus the fact 
that litigation now pending 
shrouds the questions here dis- 
cussed in an aura of uncertainly, 
those accepting registration of IB- 
year-olds should keep such regis- 
trations readily separable, from 
the regular list." ■
